The new law Is tavolved only to Uie extent that It 
would permit a claimant to prosecute this sort of ac- 
Uon against the atale or a state agency. It provides 
thot the "sdVerelgn Immunity" of the sUt« shall be 
waived for this puiTxise to the exlent of the Insur- 
ance Uie state carries, and It prohlblU Insurance com- 
panies from raising Uila "sovereign Immunity" of the 
state as a defense In actions filed against the state, 

Heretofore this "sovereign immunity" of the state, 
which dates back to the earliest times of the common 
law In England snd which Is baaed on the theory thot 
the king can do no wrong, has stood as a barrier 
against the prosecution of such c"talms. Becauso of the 
lack of any definitive removal of this barrier, a suit 
that was brought by another Idaho student who data' 
ed his back was Injured when a bleacher in the bas- 
ketball gymnasium collspsed was tossed out of court 
two years ago. tt has been a situation In which In- 
surance companies writing policies for the state have 
been able to profit without much, or any. risk. 

Tlie intention of.the legislature In passing this new 
law Is clear, and it's plainly In line with Juatlce-and 
equity. 

Irrespective of the merits of the claim In this pivs 
enl case, it la to be hoped that this new law will 
stand up under the legal lest.

"TaxM on public utilities are shift, 
ed lo Ihe public hut the form prop, 
erty UK cannot be shitted," John, 
son claimed. "It Is clear Iheretore 
that by and large the taxes collected 
from the farmer are borne by him 
and nol shifted 10 others. 

He recommended two meo.iures 
to etjuallze the tax burden. "The 
bureau recommends the five mill 
district lux and the eight mill county 
tax be done away with and the state 
pay It by Increasing the Income tax 
on all IndlvlduoU." Johnwn urged.

"not too happy" over their allot- 
ments but supported the bill because 
they believed It the best they could 
eel.

Wflker spoke in lavor ol the bill, 
w)ilch (i bdlng . protested by foreign 
sugar producers. The measure pass- 
ed the house last year. 

"In etfiiSt." the acnalor said, "tve 

re getting very little of the grease 
that's lel( In the pan and even that 
is burned. In view ot the tact that 
we are giving so much ot the form- 
ers' rlKhta to ahnre In the domestic 
sugor niarliet lo offshore Islands 
and, foreign countries, maybe we 
should have referred the bill to the 
foreign relations committee." 

Welker said the Increase allowed 
under the bill to the domestic sugar 
beet Industry would boost the sugar 
beet acreage In Idaho by about 2,000 
acres. 

He stldTifwas iniercsteff ir^SS^ 
Ing that the veterans should be 
given a fair Increase In the sugar 
beet acreage and the share In the 
domesilc market In order Ihnl they 
can pay off their debts." 

Late Tuesday ^evening, the senate 
agreed on unanimous consent for 
limitation of debate on the |)lll.
